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Claims 1-54 were subject to a Restriction Requirement where claims 1-1 1 
were deemed to be drawn to Group I (a package) and claims 12-54 were 
deemed to be drawn to Group II (method and apparatus for forming a package). 

Applicant hereby elects Group II without traverse, i.e., claims 12-54. 

The Application was also deemed to include claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species: Species I (Figs. 9 and 10) and Species II 
(Fig. 11). Claims 5, 9, 12, 49 and 50 were deemed generic.
